Railway Construction Program 


North of Edmonton This Year 


Completion of main line of the Edmonton, Dunvegan and 
British Columbia railway to mile 357, or seven iniles West of 
the Spirit River settlement, which ix south-west of Dunvegan, 
This is seven miles over and above the present provincial 
guarantee of 350 miles. The head of steel is now at the Big 
Smoky river, at mile 290, 

Location of the Grande Prairie branch of the B., D, and 
B, C., a distance of sixty miles. The line will leave the E.. D. 
and B, C. in the neighborhood of Spirit River settlement, and 
will proceed by the best available route to Grande Prairie C ity. 
Some grading will likely be done before the end of year, with 
the steel reaching Grande Prairie by next spring. 

Completion of the Central Canada branch of the B., 
B. C. to Peace River Crossing. Twenty-one miles of steel are 
already laid. The work on the remaining twen ty-nine miles, 
for which the company is receiving a loan from the provincial 
government so that the work can be proceeded with without 
delay, presents some colossal engineering diffieuities, 

Completion of grading on the Alberta and Great Water- 
ways to Fort McMurray, and the partial laying of steel, whieh 
is expected to reach Fort MeMurray by Marelt Ist next. The 
head of steel now is at mile 135, or twenty-one miles north of 
Lae la Biche. The total distance to Fort MeMurray is about 
three hundred miles, 

The above progress is in conneetion with? what are vow 
known as the MeArthur railways. In addition, there will 
doubtless be the work on the Oliver-St. Paul de’ Metis railway, 
Whieh Sir William McKenzie has promised to rush “at the 
‘arliest opportunity, and the guarantee on whieh was increased 
at the recent session of the legislative assembly from $13,000 
to $18,000 per mile. Further work on the Onoway-Peace River 
line is also expected to figure in the C.N.R, program this year.

The French in Alsace Have Made 
Headway Against Stubborn 
Gertaan Defense. 


Paris, April 1%.-—-The activity of 
the brench aria in Alsace and along 
the border of Lorraine is gradually in- 
creasing to the proportions of a gen- 
eral offensive, which has as tts obect 
the ocewpation of the lost provine 
The German defense of this region, 
elsewhere, is stubborn, but in the face 
of it the French forces are making 
headway. 

Further progress las ween made in 
the region of Sehnepfenreith Kopf, the 
capture of which was announced, The 
scene of this fighting is about 26 
miles southwest of Colmar, a city on 
the Lauch river towards which two 
and possibly three offensive drives 
seem to be converging 

A little to the north of Sehnepfen- 
reith Kopf, on the other side of the 
Fecht river, there has been an attack 
by the Germans on the trenches on 


litie Reich Avukerkopf,. The attack, 
says the war office. which was repuls- 
ed three tlines, has bee 1 repuls- 
ed and the enemy driven back This 
locality is bul @ short distance from 
Muenster, a town which guards the 


principal highway from the west to 
Colmar, 

Farther north t O,vey, a village 
only 14 miles from Colmar, there has 
also been fighting which, according to 
the communication, resulted in severe 
losses to the Germans. who were fore- 
ed to retreat, leaving many dead 1 
fore the French trenches,

MARATHON RAGE 
KT BOSTON WON 
BY A CANADIAN 


Eduart Fabre, Second Last Year, 
Won Yesterday in a Fearful 
Sprint 


BOSTO!’, Mass. April 19—Eduard 
Fabre, of the Richmond Athletic 
Club, Montreal, achieved success to- 
day’ in his fifth attempt to win the 
annual Marathon run of the Boston 
Athletic Association, His time, which 
was slow because of the excessive 
heat was two hours, $1 minutes 41 1-6 
seconds. The fastest time over the 
Murdthon course was 2 hours 21 min- 


utes, 181-5 seconds, made by M. J. 
Ryan .of New York, in 1912, when 
Fabre finished in eighth place. 


Last year Fabre lost the race to 
James Duffy ,another Canadian run- 
ner, by 60 yares. In 1918 he was fitch, 
when Frit Curlson, of Minneapolis: 
won the race, and in 1911 he finished 
third, Clarence De (Mar of Dorchester 
winning. Fabre lost the race last year 
at Coolridge corner, within sight of 
the finish, and won It at the same 
place this year through the collapse 
of ‘Hugh Honohan, of New York, 

Por 221-2 miles Honohan practic- 
ally set the puce, c'iminating — first 
Zuna, of New York, then Morchant 
of Everett. and at last Pores, of New 
York, which gave him a lead of near- 
ly ten minutes with five easy miles 
still to go. But Fabre and C. J. Horne, 
of Dorchester ,another veteran. were 
running strong behind. and when 
stomaecn trouble overtook Tionohan at 
Coolridge corner, they were soon in 
the lead and fighting it ovt for su- 
preme honors, 

Horne was the first to dash by the 
exhausted ‘Honohan, but Fabre was 
right at his heels, and the two raced 
down the long incline of Beacon 
street with the club house in sight. 

As they mounted the slight rise in 
the last mile, Mabre's better condition 
enabled him to push by Horne, and 
from there to the finish he reaped the 
honors which Duffy had snatched 
from him the year before, 

Honohan struggled to his feet as 
liorne and Fabre passed him, but he 
was not strong enough to stop Hatch 
of Chicago, from taking third place, 
and at the finish he had only 13 se¢ 
onds to spare as fourth man over 
Byrne, of New York,
